I'he radio-tv trade is boasting in 
trade sheets that New Yorkers did 
not miss their papers during their 
recent strike. There is much proof 
to the contrary but best of all is 
their own critic, John Crosby, who 
wrote: 
“ The newspaper strike is over, at 
long last, and a man can pick up his 
news and read it at will, thank good­ 
ness. 
The strike emphasized one 
aspect of news coverage on radio and 
TV. Even if it were adequate — and 
it isn’t — you must set your watch 
by the broadcasters; if you want 
news you must listen when they give 
it. If you’re bored, there’s no turn­ 
ing the page to something else. You 
can turn it off or listen. There is no 
other choice. 
“ This is not meant as a criti­ 
cism. There’s nothing the broad­ 
caster can do about it. But the 
range is certainly narrow. If you 
have a special interest in, say, 
real estate, you can’t very well 
turn to WIXZ “ The real estate 
station” and gorge youself on news 
about corner lots. You just have to 
turn to Doug Edwards and hope for 
some real estate news to trickle 
through. That means you have to sit 
through all the other news. Those 
of you who couldn’t care less about 
real estate have to sit through your 
specialized interest as you have to 
sit through ours. 
“ Of course, properly presented, 
news could grab at all of us. I find 
myself listening, open-mouthed, to 
all sorts of bits about the geo­ 
physical year, just past, about the 
world’s economy, about all sorts 
of things that are not normally my 
enthusiasms — 
simply because 
they’re presented in abundance at 
the end of the year. In the world 
of news, both radio and TV always 
assume that we don’t want it - 
unless it’s Page I stuff. But radio 
and TV could be used to broaden 
our interests rather thanleavethem 
as narrow or to narrow them even 
further. 
“ There are limits, though, to 
what you can pick up by ear or 
what you want to pick up by ear, 
or at least what I want to pick up 
by ear. After awhile, you get filled 
up to the brim and you simply don’t 
want to listen to anymore; you can’t 
absorb any more. Chet Huntley took

Observations 
By Bob Walsh 


HALF A SCORE 
A half a score years and one 
month ago this publication was born. 
We didn’t observe our tenth anni­ 
versary the first week in Decem­ 
ber for two reasons . . . it was a 
busy month and we don’t much go 
for chest thumping 
But our curiosity led us to a 
perusal of the first pair of copies 
and we believe what we saw there 
might prove interesting in view of 
current events. We find both pro­ 
gress and stalemate. 
On December 9, 1948 we pub­ 
lished the first copy of the Warren 
Newsletter. It was a transitional 
stage that kept our news office 
alive in the minds of many readers 
and radio listeners. 
Playing a major part in the con­ 
tent of those first two issues was 
the per capita tax. The Warren 
borough council was using executive 
sessions in an apparent effort to 
quietly put the new tax through be­ 
fore opposition could develop. 
Inasmuch as this was a subject 
of vital public interest we kept the 
readers informed concerning what 
was transpiring in these “confi­ 
dential” sessions. The result was 
a wave of indignation which was 
stopped short only by the indecision 
of the opposition. They could not 
agree on a substitute. 
(It always is easy to develop op­ 
position to taxes. But it never is 
easy to obtain tax proposals from 
those to be taxed.)

WE PROMISED 
I 
v**|2 the first issue we had one 
iragraph of promises which were 
offered as a representative group 
of o u r editorial objectives. We 
promised to back pensions for fire­ 
men . . . . A clean and fully utilized 
river . . . Smoke control . . . A 
plan for Warren recreational facili­ 
ties . . . . A year-around program 
for the use of those facilities. 
We promised also to work for a 
broader approach in the use of 
public buildings for community ac­ 
tivities, including the schools . . . 
A high school athletic program dedi­ 
cated to the needs of the students 
and not to the victory obsession of 
the fans.

And our paragraph of promises 
included the intention to work for a 
public auditorium (even if no more 
than an alteration to an existing 
building, such as Beaty). 
Editorially we discussed taxes, 
with the per capita proposal as the 
center of attraction. Warren needed 
forty to fifty thousand dollars. War­ 
ren’s strong financial condition was 
pointed up, and the needs listed in­ 
cluded traffic lights, street repairs, 
a sewage plant, and flood control. 
In the second issue our main 
editorial dealt with the Allegheny 
river and electric power. It re­ 
vealed the fact that a dam does 
not justify its construction unless 
it has many purposes, and some 
probably were amazed when the 
electric potentialities of the Kinzua 
dam were revealed in cold figures, 
even to the amount of coal that 
would be conserved each year. 
* 
1948 NEWS 
In that original issue we caught 
up on the news by reviewing a few 
months of it in conjunction with the 
events of the week. In addition to 
the tax need the Warren borough 
council w as studying th e “tax- 
anything” law, No. 481. It also was 
discussing flood protection for the 
South Side by way of a dyke. But 
the state wasn’t being cooperative 
about channeling Glade run which 
on several occasions has caused 
us much trouble as the result of 
such delay. 
The parking lot back of Warren’s 
municipal building was being built; 
Councilman Charles Miller w as 
warning the community concerning 
its fire hydrant insufficiency; there 
was talk of dredging the river for 
materials with which to repair the 
airport; and the state was express­ 
ing opposition to filling the mill- 
race because of the possible effect 
on high water. 
In the weeks that followed we 
pounded at the per capita tax, but it 
was passed and still is with us. 
It originally was budgeted to pro­ 
duce about $44,000. We predicted 
it would do no better than $35,000. 
After ten years, even with a popula­ 
tion increase, it now is budgeted at 
$35,000. 
* 
Our preference as a substitute 
at that time was the income tax. 
It still is our idea of the most 
fair and most honest of the taxes. 
* 
Many other subjects soon shaped 
into editorials, including an effort 
to provide county library service. 
Granges, PTA units, county volun­ 
teer firemen and many other lead­ 
ing groups approved it and asked 
the commissioners to establish the 
service. The state help then was 
much smaller than today. 
But private citizens offered to 
give a bookmobile, many groups 
were ready to make annual drives 
for books, and some already were 
doing so. Existing libraries were 
to be coordinated into the plan, thus 
supplementing their book supply. 
Schools would have been visited 
and stations added as required. 
* 


AND SO . . . . WHAT? 
Just taking this handful of sub­ 
jects which appeared in the earliest 
of issues, what became of them? 
Costly floods have spurred coun­ 
cil, Congressman Gavin, the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, and others to 
broaden their viewpoints on the dam 
as a means of controlling the Alle­ 
gheny. The Indians and New York 
state boosters who want the water 
advantages for themselves are the 
remaining blocks. 


Warren firemen still have no 
pensions worth the name. The death 
of Hartwell Wiley while fighting a 
fire for Warren reveals the appalling 
lack. 
The river is being partially clean­ 
ed through a Warren sewage plant, 
but it is not being fully utilized. 
We still have no smoke control, 
though many are pressing for the 
elimination of air pollution. 
Warren has a long-range rec­ 
reational plan, and we are enjoying 
the advantages of some winter play 
by means of the ice rink. We hope 
to have other off-street facilities, 
thus avoiding such accidents as 
recently injured a young coaster 
not far from the Mulberry play­ 
ground. 
State help for county library serv­ 
ice has grown steadily. First it 
doubled, and now Warren county 
has been chosen as a demonstra­ 
tion area in which thousands would 
be spent if we can coordinate War­ 
ren and county efforts and meet state 
librarian qualifications. 
Co un t y 
commissioners were in Harrisburg 
this week to learn more facts. 
• 
THE BIG LOSS 
W a r r e n twice has missed its 
chalice to provide an adequate public 
auditorium. Ten years ago we were 
urging action and suggested that the 


additions being made to Beaty school 
should include such a facility. The 
Beaty auditorium in less than ten 
years has proved inadequate and now 
;the school board is being allowed to 


do the same with the new hign school. 
What will we be writing about this 
subject ten years from now? We 
suspect that even adamant school 
board members can answer that one.

It was ruled that their m isrepre­ 
sentations had persuaded unsuspect­ 
ing readers of the ads to go deepl> 
into debt or to invest substantial sav­ 
ings in a precarious business in 
which such persons had utterly no 
experience. 


Contrary to ads which claim the 
company w ill select a responsible 
person in a given area to service 
new “ H ershey" candy dispensers, 
to earn $5,000 a year by working 
six hours a week, and that to be 
eligible the “ employe” must drive 
a car and make a small investment, 
the only qualification actually neces- 
sary is that the customer have the 
purchase price and not a car or 
references. 


Other false claims include: that 
there is no risk of loss if there are 
no sales; that die machines w ill sell 
out at least once and usually twice 
a week; that profitable locations are 
easily secured; that the advertiser 
is an agent of the Hershey Chocolate 
Corp. 


The FTC says the customers will 
not net a profit of IOO per cent to 
300 per cent on an investment of 
$575 a month, as advertised.

Irene Worth was flown in from 
England to play Clytemnestra, the 
vengeful mother, one of the great 
parts of all Greek drama. 
I must 
say she did it well, keeping those 
passionate lines under tremendous 
control. 
I’m happy “ Omnibus” does Greek 
drama at all, but I must protest 
against compressing a trilogy into 
less than an hour. 
It’s unsatis­ 
fying dramatically. 
The fall of 
Troy, regicide, matricide — they 
deserve a little more time than 
that. 
The only scene that really 
came across was that of Agamem­ 
non’s return to his fierce wife 
and even that seemed stripped bare. 
If any Greeks are p r o w l i n g 
through our libraries 2,400 years 
from now, they are going to find 
us a little “ barbarous and alien,” 
too. 
I can just hear some latter- 
day Alistair Cooke explaining to 
his 
television 
audience that all 
Americans of this particularly bar­ 
barous generation were either cow­ 
boys or cops of one sort or another. 
The latest law enforcer to be 
enshrined in c e l l u l o i s is “ The 
D.A.’s Man” which is based on a 
book about the adventures of Har­ 
old Danforth who was one of Thomas 
E. Dewey’s undercover operatives

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YOU CAN CALL ANYWHERE IN THE WORLD FROM CHANDLERS VALLEY 
By Lewis Crippen 


It probably doesn’t need to be said 
but it is true that you can call any­ 
where in the wo rid'from Chandlers 
Valley. A look at the small switch­ 
board in the living room, containing 
14 lines for IOO installations, and 
it takes a little reassurance that 
calls placed by O perator Leila Rip­ 
ple will set in motion the huge 
communications 
system 
just as 
quickly as an operator at the largest 
switchboard in New York City. 
Even the residents know that after 
52 years of continuous use the small 
“ country-style” telephone system 
has 
become 
obsolete and have, 
therefore, agreed by petition with 
only two dissenters to sell out to 
the Bell interests. Each subscriber 
is required to purchase a $25 share 
in the Chandlers Valley company and 
to pay a quarterly service charge of 
$5 and it is sometimes rum ored that 
with multiphoned party lines not all 
conversations are strictly confiden­ 
tial. Through the years, however, 
the phone has linked the sm all com­ 
munity with the outside world and 
interm ittent short rings on the line 
have brought down all the receivers 
and the populace has been quickly 
alerted to fires and other calam i­ 
ties. 
The lines run about 3-1/2 miles 
in every direction out of the Valley 
on poles of their own except for a 
short distance where a few Bell 
phones are rented. Stockholders who 
maintain the equipment and the oper­ 
ator are the only paid employees 
although the organization has seven 
directors who are elected at the 
annual meetings held in April. The 
present directors have elected Ed 
Hanson, 
president, 
for about the 
tenth term ; Charles Peterson is vice 
president; and A rthur Engstrom, 
Jr., 
is secretary -treasu rer. The

Gordon Aldrich, Floyd West, An­ 
drew Bosko and Roger Lindell. None 
of the men has received formal 
training in telephone maintenance 
but all have picked up the essentials 
through constant use of the instru­ 
ment and a consciousness of its 
necessity to the community’s life 
and well being. 


When a stockholder moves from 
the serviced area the Company buys 
back the stock at $25 for the one 
share he is allowed to own. When 
the Bell Company completes the 
pending agreement every share will 
be redeemed, the property sold, and 
the liquid assets distributed evenly 
to the many owners. 
Years ago the switchboard moved 
into the home of each new operator. 
The present location was selected in 
1943 and the property purchased by 
the Company. Now the operator 
moves into theCompany house as did 
the Ripples, Charles, Leila, and son, 
Wayne, in August, 1958. The present 
occupation is just right for the fam­ 
ily as the breadwinner has been re ­ 
stricted from heavy labor following 
a leg injury a few years back. Before 
M rs. Ripple, Gloria Groves was the 
operator for about 2 years but most 
of the subscribers rem em ber M ar­

Presently, the service is available 
at the minimum charge between 6 
a.m . and IO p.m. on week days and 
8 to IO a.m . and 5 to 7 p.m. on 
Sundays and holidays. During off- 
hours outgoing calls are plugged-in 
at 10£ per. There is no way that 
in-coming calls can be controlled so 
the expression “ call me after IO” 
has grown in favor and real meaning 
in the Valley. 
The Chandlers Valley Company 
was drawn together just a few years 
ago from many independent lines. 
At one tome all distance calls were 
routed through Youngsville and when 
Bell took over Youngsville Home 
Telephone Co. they honored the no­ 
toll agreement between the two com­ 
munities 
a n d 
today 
Chandlers 
Valley-Youngsville 
is 
still 
“ no 
charge” even though the calls are 
routed twice as far to go through 
W arren. A call from Chandlers Val­ 
ley to W arren costs a dime. The only 
other toll free connections from 
Chandlers Valley are Sugar Grove 
and Longville. The numbers are 
listed in the Bell directories at no 
cost to the Chandlers Valley Com­ 
pany. 


The operators are always expect­ 
ed to go beyond the realm s of duty. 
The Koppies, for instance, are often 
requested to call people to the phone 
or to deliver telegraphic m essages 
to residents without phones. 
Small town telephones may be ob­ 
solete but when they are devoured 
by the large corporations something 
of the togetherness of the small com- 
; munity is destroyed as the price of 
better service.

Deductions That Cut Your Tax Bill

HE big question facing the sm all taxpayer at th is tim e 
is whether to item ize deductions or take the standard 
deduction. 
Before you give up and file a 
“short” form, take the time to 
add up the family expenses that 
could be deducted. If the deduc­ 
tions 
that 
could 
be 
itemized 
total more than IO per cent of 
your adjusted gross income, it 
will pay you to Ale a “long” 
Form 1040. 
Here is a list of the more im­ 
portant items to watch for while 
you compile the list of family 
deductions: 
Interest on Loans 
The inter­ 
est you paid on loans is deduc­ 
tible. This includes any mort­ 
gage. automobile, appliance, home 
improvement or personal loans 
you may have had. Interest on 
installment purchases is also de­ 
ductible. Evidence, such as a 
statement from the seller, should 
be obtained to show the amount 
of interest that you paid during 
the year. 
State and Local Taxes 
Most 
taxes, other than federal taxes, 
are deductible. 
These 
include, 
state and local real estate, per­ 
sonal 
property, 
income, 
retail 
sales, gasoline and poll taxes. 
You can deduct auto license fees, 
but not auto inspection fees. If 
you don’t have an exact record 
of some of these taxes, you can 
make a reasonable estimate. 
C h a rita b le C o n tr ib u tio n s — 
Gifts to charitable, religious, edu­ 
cational, 
scientific 
or 
literary 
organizations 
are 
deductible. 
Generally, 
these 
contributions 
are deductible up to 20 per cent 
(in some cases 30 per cent) of 
your adjusted gross income. In 
adding up your donations, don’t 
overlook the old clothes, toys, 
books or furniture you may have 


contributed to a local charity or 
church. The fair market value 
of these gifts is deductible. 
Medical and Denial Expenses 
—Unless you or your wife has 
reached the age of 65, your medi­ 
cal expenses are deductible only 
to the extent that they exceed 3 
per cent of your adjusted gross 
income. Include in your medical 
deduction the cost of doctor, 
nursing, dentist’s X-rays, 
and 
hospital services. You may also 
deduct premiums for health, ac­ 
cident and medical insurance. 
Casualty Losses — You are en­ 
titled to deduct your uninsured 
home losses from fire, theft or 
storm. Damage to an automobile 
is deductible if the accident was 
due to faulty driving but not 
negligence on your part. 
Child Care Expenses — Wid­ 
owed, divorced or legally sepa­ 
rated taxpayers, and in some 
cases any taxpayer, who must 
pay for the care of a dependent 
while they work can deduct up 
to $600 of this expense. Check 
carefully the requirements in the 
official instruction book before 
claiming a "baby-sitter” deduc­ 
tion. 
Miscellaneous Deductions 
If 
you had certain expenses in con­ 
nection with your employment 
(other than travel and reim­ 
bursed expenses), you may claim 
them 
as 
miscellaneous deduc­ 
tions. Examples would be tools, 
uniforms, union dues and em­ 
ployment agency fees. “Periodic” 
alimony or separate maintenance 
payments ordered by the court 
are also deductible under this 
heading.

Hie provision of major facilities 
especially recreational, seems so 
often to depend on non-residents, 
rhis we have thought was peculiar 
to Warren, but in a recent issue of 
the Titusville Herald we note signs 
of it elsewhere, rhat community is 
getting a 
new eighteen-hole golf 
course. It already has a nine-hole 
country club course. The new course 
is 
provided 
by 
Oil City money. 
In W arren the first step toward 
modern bowling facilities occurred 
just before the war when an Oil City 
man bought the Penn Bowling Center 
building and installed eight lanes. 
It now is owned by Pete Juliano. 
Later a ten-lane house was con­ 
structed in North W arren, and again 
a non-resident was the instigator 
and is the present owner. Now we 
see a sixteen-lane house going in 
on the 
West Side, known as the 
Riverside Lanes. We suspect that 
outside interests were the prime 
movers 
in this 
one, too, though 
local men are the ones mentioned 
as the operators and owners. 
W arren’s radio station was an­ 
other example. W arren had been 
served by a Jamestown station for 
several years and one daily fifteen- 
minute news program was so popu­ 
lar 
t h a t th e 
advertisers 
were 
standing in line as prospective spon­ 
sors. 
When outside capital came into 
W arren, the merchants already were 
sold on radio 
and the investors 
enjoyed the peculiar experience of 
doing no more than make available 
the time and facilities. Profit came 
far sooner than usually is the case. 
But local money was afraid to take 
the step. 
On the West Side of W arren a 
roller skating rink is going up. Did 
a Warren man build it? 
No! 
The 
proprietor is Anthony Pellegrino, 
of Kane, and we suspect there is 
•some Sheffield capital involved.

We could name many other ex­ 
amples, but at the moment we are 
interested 
in the 
Titusville 
golf 
experience. 
It reveals much that 
those interested in providing sim ilar 
facilities for W arren should know. 
There is not enough money in a 
golf course to justify the investment 
required. 
It 
must 
be done by a 
^private club, a community, or by 
those who would use it to attract 
thirsty ones to their bar, hungry 
ones to their kitchen, or both. 
In the Titusville example the fo r­ 
mer Fairway Knolls course is being 
taken over by the Rayland Corp., of 
Oil City, which will build a club 
house and a motel. Another nine 
holes will be added and the name will 
be 
changed to the 
Cross Creek 
Country Club. 
It will have a membershiplimita- 
tion of 700. Two lakes are being 
created as hazards. There will be 
ice skating and swimming. 
It will cost a family $50 to join 
and an individual will pay $35. If 
they wish to play golf they then will 
pay $2 a day or they may pay $50, 
for the season, plus $30 more for a 
wife, and another $20 for a child. 
A family golf membership adds up 
to $150 for three people, plus the 
twenty per cent tax. The grand total 
becomes $ 180. And more if there are 
more golfers in the family. 
An individual can join and play 
for $85, plus tax. 
This may not be enough, and we 
doubt if it is. If so the price will go 


up* 
The possibilities of success are 
greatly boosted by the location of this 
course on the road which leads to 
Oil City. A sim ilar situation exists 
in W arren county. A course built 
north of W arren onthe main highway 
would draw additional business from 
Jamestown. 
It could be done, but we will not be 
surprised if outside 
adventurous 
capital will be required to make it a 
reality.
